GREAT PLANS FOR FUTURE. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 18.—Two communi- 
cations from Andrew Carnegie, which are 
officially made public tonight, tell of the 
steel king’s retirement from active business 
life, and of his donation of $5,000,000, of 
which $4,000,000 is to be used for the en- 
dowmeént of a fund for superannuated and 
disabled employés of the Carnegie company 
and $1,000,000 will be devoted to maintain- 
ing the libraries at Braddock, Homestead, 
and Duquesne. “Ate 

This benefaction is by far the largest of 
the many created by Mr. Carnegie, and is 
probably without a counterpart anywhere in 
the world. Thie fund will in no wise inter- 
fere with the continuance of the savings 
fund, established by the company fifteen 
years ago for the benefit of its employés. 
In this latter fund nearly $2,000,000 of the 
employés’ savings are on deposit, upon which 
the company by contract pays 6 per cent in- 
terest, and loans to the workmen to build 
their own homes. 


Addresses “ People of Pittsburg.” 

In one letter addressed To the Good Peo- 
ple of Pittsburg.“ Mr. Carnegie says: 

“An opportunity to retire from business 
came to me unsought, which I considered it 
my duty to accept. My resolve was made in 
youth to retire before old age. 

Mr. Carnegie goes on to say that his idea 
is that a man when in a position to retire 
should do so and make a good use of the 
worldly goods he has acquired. He says he 
expects — years of life for usefulness in 
new fields which have other than a personal 
aim. 

He regrets the separation from business 
associates and employés and declares he is 
proud of his old workmen; whom he considers 
the finest body of men in the world. 

After saying his separation.from Pittsburg 
is not complete, as his income still will come 
from that city, Mr. Carnegie speaks of his 
plans for the future, promising to devote 
much of his time to the institute and the 
technical school. He says these benefactions 
are only the foundation for the work he has 
to do and anhounces his intention of taking 
the proceeds of 
things of the sp world. 

In elosing his letter to the people Mr. Car- 


negie says: 
„My treasure is still with you; my heart 


js still with you, and how best to serve Pitts- 


burg is the question which recurs to me al- 
most every day of my life.” 


Outlines Plan of the Trust. 
The second letter, which is addressed To 
the President and Managers, the Carnegie 
Company,” says: 

“Mr. Franks, my cashier, will hand over 
to you, upon your acceptance of the trust, 
$5,000,000 of the Carnegie company bonds in 
trust for the following purposes: 

“The income of $1,000,000, to be spent in 
maintaining the libraries built by me in 
Braddock, Homestead, and Duquesne. 

“The income of the other $4,000,000 is to be 
applied: 

“First—To provide for employés of the 
Carnegie company in all its works, mines, 
railways, shops, etc., injured in its service, 
and for those dependent upon such employés 
as are killed. 

Becond—To provide small pensions or aids 
to such employé6s as, after long and creditable 
service, through exceptional circumstances, 
need such help in their old age, and who make 
a good use of it. Should these uses not re- 
quire all of the revenue and a surplus of 
$200,000 be left after ten years’ operation, 
then for all over this workmen in mills other 
than the Carnegie company in Allegheny 
County shall become eligible for participation 
in the funds, the mills nearest the works of 
the Carnegie Steel company being first em- 
braced, 

May Found a Pension Fund. 

“Your President and myself have been 
conferring for some time past as to the pos- 
sibility of introducing a pension and bene- 
ficial system to which employés contribute, 
resembling that so admirably established by 
the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
railroads. We find it a difficult problem to 
adjust to a manufacturing concern, but 
should it be solved hereafter the trustees 
have authority to make this fund the foun- 
dation of such a system. 

“I make this first use of surplus wealth 
upon retiring from business as an acknowl- 
edgment of the deep debt which I owe to the 
workmen who have contributed so greatly to 
my success. 

Gives Advice to Workers. 

1 hope the cordial! relations which exist 
between employers and employed throughout 
all the Carnegie company works may never 
be disturbed; both employers and employed 
remembering what I said in my last speech 
to the men at Homestead: ‘ Labor, capital, 
and business ability are the three legs of a 
three-legged stool, neither is first, neither is 
second, neither third, there is no precedence, 
all being equally necessary. He who would 
sow discord among the three is an enemy of 


all.“ * 
Carnegie Sails for Europe. 

New York, March 13.—[ Special. I- Andrew 
Carnegie, his wife, and daughter, and Miss 
Whitfield, Mrs. Carnegie's sister, sailed for 
Europe on the St. Louis today. They will 
spend some time on the continent and then 
will go to Skibo Castle, Mr, Carnegie’s home 
in Scotland, returning to this country in 
October. 

Mr. Carnegie, when interviewed on the ves- 
sel, said he had only begun his gifts of li- 
braries. He stated he was out of the steel 
business for good and would devote the bal- 
ance of his life to pleasure.

Mr. Fuller yesterday to demand that the 
money be turned over, and securing no 
satisfaction he made a visit to Mr. Fuller’s 
residence last night and renewed the demand. 

Mr. Fuller’s explanation has been that 
he could not turn over all his collections 
until he had balanced his books. but this is 
not satisfactory to the city officials, who 
maintain that a reserve of $100,000 rather 
than a reserve of $1,700,000 would be suf- 
ficient for this purpose. 

It is claimed that the practice of the Col- 
lectors has been to place the money in the 


banks of their bondemen, it being to the | 


profit of the banker to retain the money as 


long as possible. 
We have no dealings with the banks,“ 


said Controller Ker foot. We can only de- 
mand that the Town Collector return the 
collections as required by law. It was foolish 
for a bank President to say that he would 
not turn over the money.“ 

Chief Clerk Polatschek said that claims 
against the city were being refused payment 
daily because there was no money with which 
to meet them, with the result that claimants 
hold the city responsible for the delay.

TRAINS BURIED IN SNOW 
BY A MICHIGAN BLIZZARD. 


Fierce Storm Ties Up All Traffic North 
of Grand Rapids—Railroad Employes 
in Grave Peril Appeal for Assistance. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 13.—Raging 
along the entire coast of Lake Michigan 
north of Grand Rapids, and reaching out 
over the Saginaw Valley, is one of the most 
disastrous storms in years. Railroad re- 
ports here show that many lines are in peril, 
several trains are buried deep in snow, all 
lines are blocked, and that not a train on the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana or the Pére Mar- 
quette north and northeast of here is able to 
move. So far the winds have been south- 
easterly, but railroad men fear that it is 
turning to northwesterly, in which case more 
genious damage would result. 

Five Grand Rapids and Indiana passenger 
trains are stalled between here and Mack- 
inaw City. Two Pére Marquette passenger 
trains are fast in the snow and are rapidly 


being snowed in completely, and there are 


freight trains out on both lines which are 
banked in with walls of snow and frozen 
slush. 

Railroad men say the storm fs one of the 
worst they have ever encountered. The 
storm so far has confined itself to the sections 
north of Grand Rapids, and has affected the 
trains of the Grand Rapids and Indiana 
Northern division, the Pére Marquette Pe- 
toskey division, and the Saginaw district of 
the Pere Marquette. The change in the wind 
is taken to mean that before morning Grand 
Rapids will be the center of a blizazrd. 

The strength of the blizzard may be under- 
stood when it is known that the windows of 
the coaches and the cabs of the engines were 
in some instances broken in. 

The trainmen in reporting from the north 
say that their situations are perilous, and 
they ask for immediate ald. They say the 
snow is falling in clouds amd that they are 
unable to assist themselves.

FLEES AFTER THE CRASH. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Niles, Mich., March 13.—[{ Special. }—Attach- 
ments for more than $100,000 on the property 
of Charles A. Johnson, the missing cashier of 
the First National Bank, gave the first of- 
cial acknowledgment that-the bank, the only 
one in Niles, has been looted. The attach- 
ments were sworn out by J. W. Seldon, Na- 
tional Bank Examiner, who has taken 
charge of the institution. 

He was a little slow in getting the attach- 
ments on the records, for the father-in-law 


filling a number of deeds and transfers of 
mortgages, said to have been made two to 
four years ago, but not recorded. The direct- 
ors of the bank announce they have not yet 
determined upon their course, but the gen- 


» eral impression is that the bank will never 


resume, 

In the meantime this town of some 5,000 
people is without banking facilities. Many 
firms are being crippled for lack of banking 
accommodations, and it is feared the schools 
must close, as the school funds are tied up 
in the suspended bank. 


Rise and Fall of Johnson. : 

Cashier Johnson, who is now charged with 
having used up the capital stock of $100,000 
and a surplus of $25,000 in gambling and 
stock speculations, was born here forty-four 
years ago. When 14 years of age he began 
to work as an errand boy in the First Na- 
tional, then just organized. He proved a 
capable boy, and in the course of time be- 


came the bank's cashier. He married a Niles 


girl and built himself a handsome house on 
a maple-lined street. On a salary of $1,800 
a year he prospered and came to own stock 
in the bank until he had accumulated $17,000 
of it. 

Later, when the people who owned the 
bank branched out by establishing the First 
National Bank of Arkansas City, Kas., John- 
son became ite President and their repre- 
sentative. He next became interested in the 
Bank of Plankinton as a stockholder, but 
this Dakota investment proved a dead loss. 
He was a member of the Newman-Johnson 
Paper OMPUny of Allegan, which owns large 
milis at that point. ' 

With such a spread of interests; Johnson 
became in due time the whole thing in 
Niles. People ceased to say they did busi- 
ness at the First National; it was with 
Johnson.“ He passed on the paper, made the 
loans, kept track of the cash, looked after 
the monthly meetings of directors, and hired 
the help. 


Niles’ Financial Dictator. 


When the Citizens’ National, the rival 
bank, failed two years ago it left Johnson 
dictator of the town, in a financial way. Un- 
like the proverbial bank official who was go- 
ing wrong, Johnson did not cloak his schemes 
by belonging to the church and teaching a 
Sunday school. He went into the village 
saloons by the front door and took his 
straight whisky over the bar. He sat down 
at the tables in the saloons and played poker 
when the stakes were high. 

Sometimes he lost or won hundreds of dol- 
lars in these games, and everybody in the 
town might have known of it had they taken 
the trouble to step into the saloons. When 
there were horse races at South Bend, a 
dozen miles over the Indiana line, it was not 
unusual for Johnson to drive across the 
country, and his bets were generally up to 
the limits. 

No one knew what he did on his frequent 
visits to Chicago, but his associates now sup- 
pose gambling may have been one of his mis- 


sions. 
All Trust the Gashier. 


Thus the years ranon. At his home John- 
son was a devoted husband and a tender 
father. Around town he was one of the 
boys. At the bank he was one of the shrewd- 
est and most careful judges of commercial 
paper in Southern Michigan. At the direc- 
tors’ meetings he exhibited a few scraps of 
paper, and his word ques- 
tion as to what the scraps nt. 

Although he was the absolute master of 
deposits of nearly $400,000 and a capital 
stock of $100,000 more, no one questioned 
the ways of the cashier. While business- 
men sat in games of poker with him at night 
and saw him play to the limit, the next day 
they marched over to his bank and made 
their deposits as usual.

It might have gune 
in wheat, but the bank people suspect stocks, 
and have made inquiries among the leading 
brokers of Chicago. They cannot find there 
that he made large losses. Their inquiries 
were, of course, made since the collapse.

| REGRET AT THE CAPITAL. 


From one who was present at the death- 


Incidents. of the Dead States- 
man's Public Career

Washington, D. C., March 18. — [Special. 1 
Ex-President Harrison's death is the sub- 
ject of profound sorrow in this city, where 
he was well known personally and in his 
capacity as a Senator, President, and law- 
yer. 

As office hours had closed for the day be- 
fore the end came the first official action re- 
garding the death will be deferred until to- 
morrow, when, following precedents, Presi- 
dent McKinley will issue his proclamation 
to the people notifying them of General Har- 
rison’s death and setting out in becoming 
terms his virtues and characteristics. He 
will also order salutes to be fired at the vari- 
ous army posts the day of the funeral, and 
on shipboard when the news is received. 

Little more can be done officially, as the 
act of March 8, 1898, specifically forbids the 
draping of public buildings in mourning or 
the closing of the executive departments on 
the occasion of the death of an ex-official. 

It is @ curious fact that two orders issued 
by President Harrison’ himself probably 
brought about the enactment of this law. 

On Jan. 18, 1803, the President was obliged 
to issue an order announcing the death of 
ex-President Hayes, closing the departments 
on the day of the funeral, and ordering all 
public buildings to be draped in mourning. 
Almost before this period of mourning had 
expired ex-Secretary Blaine died, and an- 
other funeral proclamation issued from the 
White House. The long cohtinuation of the 
exhibitions of mourning was too much for 
Congress, which promptly passed the act 
referred to. 

| ‘Had Respect of All. 

‘While Mr. Harrison did not have so many 
intimate and devoted friends as some other 
oecupants of the White House, he had to as 
great a degree a8 any man who has occupied 
the executive chair in the miemory of men 
now living the profound respect of everybody 
for his ‘patriotism, thorough honesty, and his 
great ability. ; 

Many persons who did not have the benefit 
of an acquaintance with the ex*President 
regard him as a cold man for the reason that 
he had often been represented in that light 
by his opponents. But aside from his digni- 
fied bearing there was little in his character- 
istics to warrant that reputation. 


Ex-Speaker Reed’s Grievance. 

Ex-Speaker Reed referred to him on one 
occasion as an “icicle.” But Mr. Reed hada 
@rievance, which accounts for his feelings. 
The cause of Mr. Reed’s remark will illus- 
trate one of the ex-President’s characteris- 
ties. Everybody knows the hard battle Mr. 
Reed led in the Fifty-first Congress, with 
its small Republican majority, to stop the 


such an extent as to prevent the Republicans 
from doing anything more than passing the 
appropriation bills. 

As a result of that contest Mr. Reed felt 
he should have been permitted,to name the 
Collector of the Port in his home city of 
Portland. But it had been the custom for a 
long time where a State had one or more 
Senators of the same faith as the party in 
power to permit them to fill national offices 
of that chafacter in their State. . 
Senators Frye and Hale had named a man 
for Collector of the Port at Portland. Mr. 
Reed made a determined fight against the 
man chosen by the Senators, but President 
Harrison followed precedent and refused to 
yield to Speaker Reed's request. Hence the 
Speaker’s expression against President Har- 
rison, which did much to secure for the ex- 
President the reputation of coldness. 

The eg-President was a conscientious man 
about his public duties, as a correspondent 
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ALWAYS FIRM IN PURPOSE. 


Democrats from obstructing legislation to 
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once had occasion to realize in an unusual 
way. When Mr. Harrison was in the Senate 
he was chairman of the Committee on Ter- 
ritories, and was anxious to get a bill passed 
to secure the admission of the Dakotas to 
Statehood. He was an earnest advocate of 
the measure, and secured through the cor- 
respondent the publication of a good deal of 
matter in support of the bill. 

On one occasion an inquiry came to the cor- 
respondent to know whether or not a certain 
local nomination had been acted on in the ex- 
ecutive session of the Senate. Knowing Mr. 
Harrison well, and having assisted the Sena- 
tor to some extent, the correspondent called 
on him at his residence simply to ascertain 
whether or not the Senate had taken up the 
nomination. 

Mr. Harrison was cordial until the question 
was asked as to whether or not that partic- 
ular nomination had been taken up in ex- 
ecutive session. The Senator straightened 
himself up, and in an indignant frame of 
mind sald: ‘* You impeach my honor, sir, 
by asking me such a question.“ 

Explanations were given and the corre- 
spondent withdrew, going to the house of an- 
other well-known Republican Senator, still 
a member of the Senate, and one whose name 
has been more than once spoken of as a Presi- 
dential candidate. This Senator laughed 
over Mr. Harrison's attitude in regard to this 
matter, and gave the needed information 
that the nomination had mot been acted upon. 

Probably Mr. Harrison was the only mem- 
ber of the Senate who would have considered 
it an impeachment of his honor to be asked 
a question of that kind, to which such a sim- 
ple answer could so easily be given. He was 
unquestionably conscientious In making that 
reply, but his blunt way of expressing him- 
self was one of the characteristics that won 
for him the reputation of coldness. 


Willing to Give Information. 


On the other hand, during his term as Pres- 
ident he was always found quite willing to 
give information even when it was a matter 
of great confidence. 42 

A personal experience when the question 
of reciprocity was under discussion at the 
time the McKinley tariff bill was pending 
in Congress will illustrate that fact. Sen- 
ator Hale of Maine introduced a proposed 
reciprocity amendment to the bill in the 
Senate, which amendment it was well known 
was prepared by Mr. Blaine, then Secretary 

Among other things this proposed amend- 
ment provided by the admis- 
sion of foreign groOwn wool into the United 
States from the Argentine Republic prac- 
tically free of duty. This met with a great 


Senate and House from the West and the 
wool growing States. 
Opposed Blaine’s Reciprocity. 

A correspondent called on President Har- 
rison to ascertain whether or not he was in 
favor of such a proposition. The President 
replied that he was not in favor of it and he 
had not been consulted about the amend- 


ment. 
That showed some disagreement with the

exist, but it also exhibited another charac- | 


deal of criticism from representatives in the | 


teristic of Mr. Harrison, and that was an 
absolute freedom from any kind of deception. 
He would not lead any person to believe that 
he held any view in the slightest degree dif- 
fering from that which actually was the 
fact. He was as honest and as straightfor- 
ward @ man as ever occupied the White 


House. 


Disregards Personal Friendships. 

President Harrison aimed to be just in all 
things regardless of personal friepdship. It 
is well knowna request on the part of the wife 
_of the Secretary of State for the promotion of 
her son-in-law, then a Colonel, to the rank of 
Brigadier General, which would tnvolve some 
injustice to other Colonels, was not granted 
by President Harrison and led to some fam- 
ily feeling. 

It is equally well known that Senator Quay 
wanted his son, then a Captain in the army, 
promoted to be Major over the heads of oth- 
ers. President Harrison refused to comply 
with thé request, stating that such promotion 
would destroy all army precedents and dis- 
cipline. The result of that refusal is well 
known. Mr. Quay became the bitter oppo- 
nent of the renomination of the ex-President 
and was so anxious to have the fact recorded 
that he inserted a clause in his biography in 
the Congressional Directory reading as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ Was a delegate to the Republican 
convention of 1892, and voted against the 
renomination of Benjamin Harison.” 

Mr. Harrison could easily have had the 
warm support of the Pennsylvania Senator 
by granting the personal favor the Senator 
wanted, but the President preferred to do 
his duty, even in a small thing, rather than 
to court support in that way. 


Nan of Strong Convictions. 

Mr. Harrison was a man of strong convic- 
tions, which made him give hard blows in 
politics sometimes, though he was not as a 
rule the aggressor. While he was in the 
Senate Voorhees of Indiana was a member 
of the body and had a bitter tongue. On one 
occasion Voorhees made more than the usu- 
ally reckless speech on his part, in which 
statements were made about matters in In- 
diana that provoked Senator Harrison. 

He obtained the floor and in a speech 
“flayed Voorhees alive,“ as one of his asso- 
ciates remarked at the time. TheSenate was 
fairly electrified by Mr. Harrison’s speech, 
because he had all the facts at his finger 
ends with which to convict Voorhees in mak- 
ing many misstatements.

His Ability as a Lawyer. 

Benjamin Harrison as a lawyer was 
summed up best Dy his political opponent, 
Vice President Hendricks, who said:, “I 
met few lawyers in the country with Ben- 
jamin Harrison's capacity to get at the 
naked, legal truth of an issue. His mind 
shoots through the underbrush of verbiage 
and irrelevant testimony like a rifle ball, and 
hits the bull's eye of dispute.”’ 


Democratic in His Manner. 

Mr. Harrison, while dignified, was demo- 
cratic in his manner. He was often seen 
while President on hte streets of Washing- 
ton taking long walks. He was generally 
unaccompanied, and oftem stopped to speak 
to persons whom’‘he met. Not long ago while 
in New York the ex-President was seen in a 
shoe store trying on a pair of shoes. He 
purchased the shoes, had them wrapped up, 
and placing the bundle under his arm he 
walked out as democratic as though he was 
an ordinary clerk, and started up the street 
carrying the bundle. , 


LIFE IN OFFICE NOT UNHEALTHY 


Records of Presidents of United States 
Shows Large Percentage Lived 
to Mature Age. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special. }— 
Whenever a former President dies it is only 
natural to turn back to the terrific work 
which accompanied his term in the White 
House, and it has generally been assumed 
that the strain shortened the life of the Chief 
Executive after he returned to the people. 
An examination of the records from the be- 

nning of the republic down to the present 

ay does not justify this assumption. On the 
contrary, it appears that during the early 
days of the nation at least the Presidents 
were extremely long lived. Those who had 
been through the revolutionary period, with 
the exception of Washington, all lived to a 
great age. Since then the age of our Presi- 
dents at their death has been somewhat re- 
duced, but the game is largely true of both 
business and public men who have been sub- 
jected to the strain of the modern rate of life. 

Looking up the records it is somewhat re- 
markable to discover that of the twenty- 
three Presidents who preceded McKinley 
only four died during their term of office. Of 
these two, Lincoln and Garfield, were re- 
moved by the bullet of an assassin, so that 
they were not martyrs to their work, but 
martyrs to the office itself. 

William Henry Harrison, the grandfather 
of Benjamin Harrison, died in office just a 
month after he was inaugurdted. He was, 
however, 68 years old, exactly the age at 
which his grandson laid down the burden of 
life. Bluff old Zachary Taylor died after be- 
ing in office only fifteen months, at the age 
of 66. Both these men were soldiers, and 
neither had been in the White House long 
enough to justify the belief that they were 
killed by overwork. 

It is quite as remarkable an evidence of the 
falsity of the current opinion to find that 
only three Presidents have died during the 
administration of their immediate successors. 
Washington lived for two and a half years 
after he retired from the Presidency, and 
then died, as is now quite well understood, 
. victim to the crude medical science of his 
time. 

James K. Polk died four months after he 
left the Presidency, and Chester A. Arthur 
within less than two years from the date of 
his leaving the White House. Both Polk 
and Arthur were comparatively young men, 
the former being 54 and the latter 56, so that 
they should have been able to stand the 
strain better than the other Presidents. So 
far as can be learned in both cases their 
deaths were caused by constitutional fail- 
ures which may have been aggravated by 
the malaria of Washington, but probably 
was not caused by downright overwork. 

To show how Presidents have survived 
their terms of office it is sufficient to say 
that in 1861 Van Buren, Tyler, Fillmore, 
Pierce, and Buchanan were all alive. Tak- 
ing up the question of the age of the Presi- 
dents at their deaths, it is notable that only 
four—Lincoln, Garfield, Polk, and Arthur— 
were less than three score years, and of 
them Lincoln and Garfield were shot to 
death. 

Seven Presidents—Washington, William 
Henry Harrison, Taylor, Pierce, Grant, 
Johnson, and Benjamin Harrison—were be- 
tween 60 and 70, and Mr. Cleveland is still 
alive and goes duck shooting at 64.

The four veterans of the revolution—Jeffer- 
son, Madison, John Quincy Adams, and Van 
Buren—lived until they passed the mile post 
of four score years, while John Adams, who 
succeeded Washington in the Presidency, re- 
mained in private life for twenty-five years, 
saw his son elected President, and finally 
died at the splendid old age of 91. 

Looking backward, therefore, and includ- 
ing Mr. Cleveland, it is shown that sixteen 
out of the nineteen Presidents who lived 
through their terms, were in private life 
from six to twenty-five years before death 
overtook them, and the last ex-President to 


die, Benjamin Harrison, was 68 years old, 


had been out of the White House eight years, 
and during that time hed married and had 
again became a father. Taking one consid- 
eration with another, even admitting the 
possibility of assassination, the life of a 
President is still a good average risk for an 
insurance company. 


M’KINLEY TO ATTEND FUNERAL. 


President on Hearing of General Harri- 
son’s Death Prepares to Start 
for Indianapolis. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—President 
McKinley will attend the funeral of General 


Harrison. He will leave here probably to- 


morrow night, although the exact time of 
departure has not been determined definitely, 
accompanied by Mrs. McKinley and Secre- 
tary Cortelyou. The party will stop at Can- 
ton for a day or more and Mrs. McKinley 
will remain there while the President and 
Mr. Cortelyou proceed to Indianapolis. 

The itinerary will be so arranged as to 
enable the President to leave Canton on Sat- 
urday night for Indianapolis and return 
immediately after the funeral: After a brief 
stop at Canton he will return to Washington. 
It is not expected tha# any members of the 
Cabinet will go. 

Although expected, the death of General 
Harrison was a distinct shock to the Presi- 
dent, the two men having seen much of each 
other while the former was in the executive 
office, 

The President learned of General Harri- 
son’s death from several sources, and during 
the eygning he sent a telegram of condolence 
to Mrs. Harrison. 


PRAISE OF LIFE ASSOCIATE. 
W. H. H. Miller, Former Attorney Gen- 
eral, Ranks Dead Statesman as 

7 Model for All. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 13.—The follow- 
ing tribute to the memory of General Harri- 
son is from the pen of ex-Attorney General 
W. H. H. Miller, who was so closely asso- 
ciated with the late ex-President in his offi- 
cial, professional, and social life: 

„General Harrison was a man of the high- 
est intellectuality, of great will power, of 
tireless industry, with a genius for details; 
and all his faculties were under the guidance 
of a conscience that never slept. He believed 
in the right as a ruling principle among na- 
tions, in statesmanship, and in politics, no 
less than in business and private life. He 
recognized the necessity and usefulness of 
political parties, but as means to an end, not 
as the end in themselves. 

He bowed to the limitations of the con- 
stitution and the laws binding alike upon 
President and.citizen. He respected the 
bounds of the three great departments of 
the government and neither sought undue in- 
fluence in Congress and the judiciary nor 
suffered such undue influence to be exercised 
by them in the Executive department. 

“I believe that General Harrison's great- 
est service to the country as President, when 
impartial history comes to be written, will be

PROF. HENRY RAAB IS DEAD. 


Former State Superintendent of Schools 
Dies at His Home in Belle- 
ville, Ill. 


Belleville, III., March 13.—[{Special. ]—Hen- 
ry Raab, ex-State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion,edied at his home here at 9 o’clock this 
morning of pneumonia, complicated with 
heart failure. He had been sick two weeks. 
His illness resulted from exposure on a trip 
to Highland, III., for material for a historical 
paper on the early German settlers of that 
vicinity. 

His son, Dr. E. P. Raab of Belleville, and 
his daughter, Mrs. Hugo Fyssel of Kansas 
City, were at his bedside when he died. 

His remains will be taken to St. Louis on 
Saturday and cremated. 

Professor Emil Dapprich of Milwaukee has 
been invited to deliver the funeral oration. 

Henry Raab was born in Wetzlar, Rhenish 
Prussia, on June 20, 1837, and was educated 
in the kindergarten and royal gymnasium of 
his native city. He learned the trade of a 
currier in his father’s shop, emigrated to 
America in 18538, worked at his trade in Ein- 
cinnati for a time, and came to St. Louis in 
1854. 

Later he went to Belleville, where he be- 
came a teacher in the public schools. In 1878 
he became Superintendent of the Belleville 
public schools, remaining in this capacity 
until 1882, when he was elected State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. In 1886 he 
was reélected.

CHICAGO MEN NOT WORRIED. 


Cook County Republican Politicians Say 
Reapportionment Bill Will Be Passed 


William Lorimer and other local Repib- 
lican leaders express little concern over the 
situation of the Congressional and Senatorial 
apportionment bills. So far as Cook County 
is concerned slight shifting of proposed lines 
is wanted in but one district—the old Seven- 
teenth Senatorial District. These changes, 
however, involve alterations in the three dis- 
tricts covering the adjoining territory of the 
North and Northwest Sides of the city. This 
problem will be settled on Sunday, and, it 
is asserted, the Congressional lines proposed 


pected to pass on Tuesday, when reconsidera- 
tion is heard. 

There need be no fear that the apportion- 
ment measures will not pass,“ said ex-Con- 
gressman Lorimer last night. This will 
merely give opportunity for further consid- 
eration. Reapportionment will be made next 
week and the new lines will be satisfactory 
to everybody concerned.” 

Another leader explained the difficulties 
which brought about the unexpected lineup 
of several Cook County legislators yesterday. 

“We had votes enough until last Monday 
to pass the bills without the least friction,“ 
said he. Over in the old Seventeenth Dis- 
trict territory Representative Al Glade has 
been wanting some changes. The new slicing 
threw all the surrounding Democratic 
strongholds into this district. There was no 
hope of making the new Glade district so 
that there might be the least chance for a 
Republican. Glade wants to hold his party 
control over there, however, and is afraid the 
proposed lines will prevent this. The changes 
in Glade’s territory, however, will necessitate 
the rearrangement of lines of three Sena- 
torial districts lying in the sections held by 
Henry L. Hertz, James Pease, and Fred 
Busse.“ 

Henry Hertz, John M. Smyth, and other

To inquirers Mr. Lorimer pointed out tha 
the legal status, in the most improbable event 
of no apportionment being made this ses- 
sion, would be such that the additional Con- 
gressmen allotted to Cook County as a result 
of the last census could be elected at large 
and thus the revised representation secured.

Recalls South Park Proposition. 

In the House this morning Mr. Christian 
recalled to second reading for the purpose of 
amendment the Senate bill authorizing the 
South Park Commissioners of Chicago to 
issue bonds for the completion of the South 
Park system. The bill was amended by pro- 
viding for ten days’ notice.in order to submit 
the proposition for a bond issue to a vote of 
the people. Mr. Crafts offered an amend- 
ment providing that no moneys arising from 
the sale of such bonds should be used to 
convert any new street into boulevards, 
This amendment was defeated—yeas, 49; 
nays, 56. 


Asks Law on Damage Suits. 

Among the more important bills introduced 
was one by William Sullivan of Cook Coun- 
ty, providing that in case of personal dam- 
age suits against municipalities or villages 
a thirty days’ notice must be given the 
municipality or village by the person who 
claims to have been injured. 


Approves Crerar Library Plan. 
“The House Judicfary committee this after- 
noon reported favorably the bill introduced 
by Mr. Farrell granting the use of that part 
of the lake front in Chicago lying between 
Randolph and Madison streets to the trustees 
of the John Crerar Library. Judge P. 8. 
Grosscup of the Circuit Court, President of 
the Board of Trustees of the John Crerar 
Library, was present and addressed the com- 
mittee upon the provisions of the bill. By the 
terms of the bill a statue of Abraham Lin- 
coln will be erected on the site, for which Mr. 
Crerar bequeathed $100,000 and which fund 
has now grown by its accumulations to about 
$150,000. 


Talk of Inheritance Tax. 


The Senate Committee on Judicial Depart- 
ment and Practice today considered Senator 
Juul's bill providing for the appointment of 
an inheritance tax appraiser and attorney in 
Cook County. The committee was divided in 
opinion as to where the power of appoint- 
ment should be lodged. The bill proviges that 
the officer should be named by the Judges 
of the County Court, but some of the mem- 
bers thought the County board should make 
the appointment. It finally was determined 
ta provide that the County Court should ap- 
point the officers, but that the compensation 
should be fixed by the County board. In this 
form the bill was recommended to the Sen- 
ate for passage. 

Increases Pay of Cook Judges. 

The Senate passed Senator Juul’s bill for 
the joint guardianship of children by father 
and mother. It also passed Senator Busse’s 
bill increasing to $12,000 per annum the sal- 
aries of Cook County Judges and the State’s 
Attorney. 

Mahoney’s Justice Bill Wins. 

Senator Mahoney’s bill to correct evils in 
the justice court practice in Cook County 
passed without debate—yeas, 37; nays, 2. 
Senators Milchrist and Stringer voted 
against the bill.

I have heard that the great 
benefit of academic education is the training 
of the mind. This gentleman may be an en- 
eyclopedia of facts, but it seems to me he 
has not profited much by a university train- 
ing.

the experience easily and gracefully and his 
friends were encouraged to believe that he 
will make a good campaigner when he gets 
well broken in. 


Others Speak for the Candidate. 


Franklin MacVeagh introduced what is to 
be one of the slogans in Mr. Palmer’s cam- 
paign: It is no crime to be rich.”

Twenty thousand majority for Hanecy and 
the Republican city ticket was the predic- 
tion of Republican leaders at the meeting 
of city members of the County Central com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon.

The 
Filipino commander was surprised, his force 
surrounded, and the General relieved of hig 
arms while he slept in a hut, and did not 
know he was a prisoner until he awoke i 
the morning. In that affair Ager and fort 
six companions were pitted against 350 Fill- 
pinos. 


Seven Months a Prisoner.

The Treasury notes were issued under the 
old Sherman law in 1890 to cover the actual 
cost of the silver bullion purchased at that 
time and subsequently. The issue of those 
Treasury notes amounted to the large sum 
ot $158,451,488. 

They were issued to pay for silver, but 
were made in such a way that the holders 
could demand gold, and thus they became a 
constant means of depleting the gold re- 
serve. They were saved up by banks for 
that purpose, and formed many links in the 
endless chain which gave Mr. Cleveland 80 
many sleepless nights. When redeemed in 
gold they were immediately reissued under 
the law, but if redeemed in silver were de- 
stroyed and their places taken by silver 
certificates. 

Under the new financial law passed a 
year ago this process of changing the Treas- 
ury notes into silver certificates was ex- 
pedited with the result that the last Treas- 
ury statement shows that there is now out- 
standing of the Treasury notes only $55 256, - 
000. Thus it will be seen that two-thirds of 
this dangerous class of paper money has 
finally been wiped out, and the amount which 
is left is so small, comparatively, that it 
no longer furnishes a menace to the Treas- 
ury. In fact, the Treasury notes are not 
now presented for redemption often enough 
to keep the process of retirement going as 
rapidly as might be desired.

BURNS NEGRO AT 


STAKE IN TEXAS 


Mob of Corsieana's Citizens 
Takes Murderer from 
His Guards. 


SECURES A CONFESSION. 


Husband of Woman Slain by the 
Black Slashes Him with a 
Knife as Flames Rise. 


THOUSANDS SEE LYNCHING. 


Corsicana, Tex., March 13.—John Hender- 
son, the negro who murdered Mrs. Conway, 
Younger several days ago, was burned at the 
stake today by a mob in the presence of more 
than 5,000 persons. He had made a complete 
confession of the crime. Just as the match 
was applied the husband of the murdered 
woman slashed the black man across th 
face with a knife. 

Henderson had been taken to Hillsboro 
to avold the mob that gathered in this city 
soon after his arrest, and last night the o- 
cers in charge started to take him to Fort 
Worth for safety. When the train reached 
Itasca the officers were overpowered and the 
negro taken from them by citizens of this 
county after a lively fight. Henderson and 
the officers who had him in charge were 
brought here, and with proof of the negro’s 
guilt he confessed. 

The town was filled with people, most of 
them armed, and the Sheriff could do noth- 
ing. Seven carloads of people came from 
Ennis, Tex. Several citizens made strong 
but vain appeals to the multitude to let the 
law intervene, and assured those clamorin 
for the negro’s quick execution that he woul 
be punished. 

A committee that had been appointed se- 
cured a signed confession from Henderson, 
which was attested by a justice of the peace. 

After the confession it was decided to burn 
Henderson at the stake at 2 o'clock, but news 
was received of rangers and troops en route 
from Dallas, due here at 12 o'clock, and 
preparations were made to anticipate inter- 
ference. A railroad rail was driven into the 
ground in the corner of the courthouse lot 
and boxes and wood piled around it and oil 
poured over them. 

Forty men formed a circle, holding on to a 
chain which completely surrounded Hender- 
son to prevent an attempt of the enraged 
people to get at him and tear him to pieces. 
They fastened the negro to the fron rail with 
wire and chains. Oil was dashed over his 
clothing and dozens of lighted matches 
touched the inflammable material. 7 

Just before the pile was fired Conway 
Younger, husband of the murdered woman, 
jumped at Henderson and slashed him across 
the face with a knife. As the flames encircled 
the negro and ran over his clothing the crowd 
shouted, and Younger again attempted to 
cut the murderer with his knife. At no time 
during the burning did Henderson give any 

‘indication of pain or suffering. He rolled his 
eyes around to get a glimpse of the sea of 
angry faces which surrounded him, and his 
hands moved slightly. It was about ten min- 
utes before he was dead. At 11:30 Lee French,

NOT AFRAID OF GERMANY. 


Lord Salisbury Declares Specter of Trade 
Competition Is Due to News-. 
paper Writers. 

LONDON, March Lord Salisbury, 
speaking this evening at the annual banquet 
of the Association of the Chambers of Com- 
merce, said: 

“I do not find that the specter of Germany 
has affected our commercial works. although 
a despondent feeling exists, which is due 
rather to the necessjty which fertile writers 
feel of producing copy for impending issues 
rather than to any real foundation in fact.

ROBBERS FIGHT 
POSSE TEN HOURS. 


Three Men at Farmington, 
Mich., Stand Off Four 


FINALLY ASK A TRUCE. 


Bandits Almost Shot to Pieces 
Before They Decide to 
Surrender. | 


NEARLY LYNCHED BY MOB 


Farmington, Mich., March 13.—[Special.}— 
After a flerce running battle that lasted ten 
hours. in which over 1,000 shots were fired, 
a posse of o 
today captu the three robbers who raided 
the village last night. The alleged robbers 
were badly wounded, and one of them may 


die. 


They gave their names as John Taylor, 
Jim Williamson, and George Smith, all of 
Port Huron, Mich. They were badly used 
up. Williamson had been shot through the 
back, head, and one elbow. He is probably 
fatally injured. Smith was wounded in the 
back and legs, and Taylor in the face and 
legs. All are in jail at Pontiac. 


Raiders Chased to Woods. 

This morning it was learned that the Cole- 
man and German Schools at North Farm- 
fIngton had been looted, as well as the resi- 
dence of Milton Benjamin. The farmers, 
with Deputy Sheriff C. H. Richmond, Mar- 
shal Frank White, and J. W. Brewster, or- 
ganized a posse, which consisted of 400 men, 
armed with every variety of weapon. A 
clump of woods north of town was sur- 
rounded. The burglars broke through the 
line, firing their revolvers as they ran. The 
posse was taken by surprise and retreated. 


The hunted men met Farmer George Seeley 


and forced him to abandon his wagon, and 
then drove off. Shots were exchanged and 
Frank Watts, a member of the posse, was 
wounded in the leg. 

Later the burglars agaih took to the woods, 
the mob following them, and volleys were 
fired as they retreated from cover to cover. 
Finally the thieves took refuge in Frances’ 
woods. This was the last stand. A con- 
stant fusillade was kept up, every one firing 
indiscriminately. 


Hoist Flag of Truce.. 

The shots brought forth vigorous replies 
from the Mtrenched burglars, who were 
armed with heavy revolvers and appeared to 
have plenty of ammunition. The men were 
game until they were almost shot to pleces. 
Finally from the cover a white flag was 
raised. Deputy Richmond advanced to with- 
in hailing distance and was informed that 
the hunted men would surrender. The posse 
then swarmed in upon them and they were 
quickly handcuffed. 

When they reached Farmington to have 
their wounds dressed the mob made an at- 
tempt to lynch them, but were prevented by 
the officers after a rough time, 
car took them to Pontiac. *

A BUREAU OF INSPECTION. 
The Mayor thinks it would be a good 


idea to create a general bureau of inspec- 
tion and to put all the yarious kinds of in- 
gpectors under one man, who should be held 
responsible for the work of those under 
him. 
tered among the different departments. 
There are juspectors ‘of boilers, buildings, 
streets, sidewalks, smoke, oil, milk, and 
a score of other things, and these men are 
responsible to many different heads. There 
might be some advantage and economy in 
grouping certain allied lines under one head, 
but it would searcely be advifable to put 
all inspectors into one independent bureau. 


At present the inspectors are scat- 


There are some inspectors who could not 


be separated to advantage from the depart- 
ments to which they are now attached. The 
sanitary inspectors and the milk inspectors, 
for example, belong properly under the 
Health department, The head of 
partment knows or should k 
sanitary matters than the head of an inspec- 
tion burean would be likely to know. The 
Chief Boiler Inspector, under the present 
system, is supposed to be an expert in boil- 
ers, which the head ot a general bureau 
could ‘not be expected to be. In theory, 
at least, the inspectors are at present sup- 
posed to be under experts in each line, If 
an independent bureau were created it 
would be impossible to find a chief for it 
who would be an expert in all the lines.

LABOR AT THE BRIDEWELL. 
Out of an average of nearly 1,000 men at 


the bridewell something like 650 are engaged 
in “ productive labor.” | 
about 425 are employed by contractors in 
making hosiery, brooms, and cane seats, 
while the remainder are employed “ on city 
account,” chiefly in making bricks and | 
brushes. Brickmaking has existed there 
for perhaps fifteen years, though it was 
suspended for about two years prior to its 
being revived last year. 
brushes was begun last year and the City 
Hall and the police stations are supplied 
from the product. |

The making of 


About 125 men are employed in making 


bricks and the output last year was ap- 
proximately 4,000,000. These were disposed 
of to the city in part and in part to private 
parties, usually at prices somewhat below 
the market. A 
output went into sewer construction done 
under contract. 


A considerable portion of this 


Brickmaking is well adapted to the sort 


of labor available at the bridewell, and it 
is now proposed to improve the equipment 
at an expenditure of $1,000, with a view 
to increasing the number of men employed 
at this industry to 150 or 175, doubling the 
output, and supplying this to the city for 
constructing sections G and H of the in- 
tercepting sewer which are to be executed 
by direct labor. During the next two years 
the city will require for this purpose some- 
thing like 20,000,000 bricks, and after con- 
sultation with Commissioner McGann the 
superintendent of the bridewell proposes to 
undertake to supply the major part of these 
at a price somewhat under the market. 


The plan appears to be a good one. It 


will furnish additional employment of a de- 
sirable sort at the bridewell, and since the 
product, so far at least as it is taken by 
the city, will not enter the open market to 
affect current prices the project cannot be 
legitimately objected to by labor. :

DISFRANCHISEMENT IX MARYLAND. 
The Maryland Legislature is engaged in 


enacting a new election law which will dis- 
franchise many of the negro voters of the 
State. It is not so sweeping a measure as 
the constitutional amendments by which 
other Southern States have disfranchised 
their colored citizens. Considered abstract- 
ly, the proposed Maryland law is fair and 
just. If uniformly applied it would bar out 
the white as well as the black illiterates. 
It amends the Australian ballot in such a 
way that it will.be difficult for a man to 
vote unless he can read. Instead of ar- 
ranging the names in party columns, as in 
Illinois, the ballot in Maryland will be 
printed, as it is in Massachusetts, with the 
names of the competing candidates for each 
office printed 
that office. There will be no way of voting 


together under the title of 


straight party ticket except by marking 


the individual names, and a voter who can- 
not read will be unable to do this. 


On its face the measure affects the illit- 


erate whites as well as ignorant blacks. 
There is no reason why Maryland or any 
other State should not pass such an election 
law if the intention is that it shall be en- 
forced impartially. But the trouble with 
the Maryland law is that it is not meant to 
reform the franchise. It is a Democratic 
party measure, to be put through by a party 
vote for partisan purposes. 


Apparently the Democratic politicians 


have calculated that the law will disfran- 
chise a much larger number of negroes than 
of white men, and as the blacks are chiefly . 
Republicans this will be a gain for Mr. 
Gorman and his party. As for the illiterate 
whites who want to vote the Democratic 
ticket, it may safely be imagined that means 
will be found for instructing them how to 
mark their ballots.

“DIRECT TAXES FOR PORTO RIOO. 

Formerly internal taxes in Porto Rico 
were levied upon foods, mercantile enter- 
prise, productive trades, and to a slight 
extent upon the income of real estate. 
The chief feature of the new Hollander law 
—framed to provide a revenue when the 
15 per cent tariff duties cease on the ist 
of next March—is that it institutes a direct 
tax upon land, and thereby transfers a con- 
siderable burden from the consumer to the 

landholder. 

Strong opposition to the bill was mani- 
fested when it was pending at San Juan, 
and it only passed the populas branch of the 
Legislature by a majority of one vote. Sev- 
eral weeks ago a delegation from the island 
came to Washington, hoping to induce Con- 
gress, under its reserved power so to do, 
to amend or repeal the law. They failed of 
their purpose, however, and the Président, 
upon whom they have also called, has 
naturally assured them that he cannot in- 
tervene. 

It is easy to realize how Porto Rican 
coffee planters, whose lands have not yet 
recovered from the hurricane of a year ago 
last August, and whose interests—coffee 
having before been admitted into this coun- 


from American relations, will feel oppressed 
by any added burdens just now upon their 
estates. The sugar and tobacco planters 
have much less reason to complain, since 
their interests have benefited under the 
new relationship; and urban landholders 
will de better able than the coffee planters 
to adjust themselves to the new system. 

Any radical change, however, in a sys- 
tem of taxation is sure to increase the bur- 
dens of some citizens. This new law rests 
essentially upon the justice and expediency 
in the long run of applying the principle of 
direct as against that of indirect taxation, 
and, while the transition from the latter to 
the former must necessarily involve hard- 
ship and should not be needlessly violent, 
no one can doubt that it will id time prove 
a social blessing to the island. 

Aside from Porto Rico, Cuba has perhaps 
been hitherto the most conspicuous example 
on this hemisphere of the extreme applica- 
tion of the principle of indirect taxation. 
The results, however, are not reassuring. 
In the City of Havana, where the plan has 
had its most complete application, the social 
student finds this curious situation as com- 
pared with conditions in this country: First, 
wages are exceedingly low—75 cents to 84 
cents for common labor on the streets; sec- 
ond, prices for food are high, and often ex- 
tremely so—meat being from 40 cents to 45 
cents per pound and milk from 20 cents to 
25 cents per quart; third, rents are exor-

Whether or not these social conditions, in 
a country of great natural resources, are 
attributable in any important degree to the 
extreme application for a long series of 
years of the principle of indirect taxation it 
is at least significant to find the coincidence 
indicated. 

Porto Rico will undoubtedly. benefit by 
the partial substitution of direct for indi- 
rect taxation which is to take place.

a 4 the circumstances it is only natural 
that he should have been greatly disturbed 
by all the excitement in connection with the 
death and the obsequies of Queen Victoria, 
and it is understood that the doctors ha ve in- 
sisted that after the departure of his parents 
for Australia on Saturday, he should take up 
his residence at Sandringham, and remain 
there, perfectly quiet, with his brothers and 
sister until the end of the year, save for a 
stay at the seaside either at Osborne, or more 
probably at Cromer. The royal children, in- 
deed, are not likely to be seen in London at 
all during the summer. 

Prince Edward is devoted to his grand- 
father, to whom he gravely propounds all 
sorts of questions which the King invariably 
answers with equal gravity, and the asso- 
ciation between the two is amusing. The lit- 
tle fellow is headstrong and self-willed, full 
of mischief, and entertains a profound con- 
tempt for women kind in general and for any 
directions which he may reeeive from them. 
Indeed, the only person whom he obeys m- 
plieitiy, and for whom he entertains any 
respect is his grandfather, the King. 

ear from Portsmouth that the moment 
mat Queen Victoria's coffin had left the 
Alberta on its arrival, at Portsmouth 
from Cowes, all the magnificent draperies 
and hangings used on board during the trip 
across the Solent, including the superb crim- 
gon velvet \canopy and curtains, were torn 
down and consigned to the flames by order of 
King Edward. It is needless to state that 
this action on the part of the King was a 
source of great disappointment to a number 
of court officials, who would otherwise have 
taken possession of all these costly velvet 
draperies as their perquisites, and would 
have converted them into cash. 

King Edward was, however, firmly re- 
solved that nothing that had served for his 
mother's funeral should fall into the hands 
of the relic hunters and curio dealers with the 
prospect of being placed on exhibition in 
some wax works show or circus, and that 
there should be nothing to recall the scandal 
that followed the death of King George IV. 
After the demise of that sovereign not only 
all the draperies that had served at his ob- 
sequies but likewise his entire wardrobe, 
comprising several thousand suits of clothes, 
etc., became the perquisites of members of 
the royal household, who had them all sold 
off by public auction, which continued over 
a fortnight, and was a source of no end of 
ridicule and contemptuous utterances on the 


part of the press. 


ter of the well-known Bavarian author, Dr.

The daughter of the late Prince Victor 
Hohenlohe, who was a nephew of Queen Vic- 
toria, seems to have inherited her father’s 
talents as a sculptor, and is earning quite a 
respectable income by her statuary, having 
more orders than she is able to fill. Her stu- 
dio is situated in the grounds of St. James’ 
Palace, in which her mother and sisters have 
apartments assigned to them by the late 
Queen. 

Prine Louise of England, until she be- 
came Duthess of Argyll, was credited with 
making about $18,000 a year with her chisel, 
a figure which need not be regarded as any 
Way exaggerated when it is borne in mind 
that $8,000 and $10,000 have frequently been 
pone her for statues which she had pro- 


In refernjng to King Edward's private sec- 
retary, Sir Francis Knollys, the other day I 
omitted to call attention to the peculiar name 
of his daughter, who was christened 
** Louvima,” the name being a compound of 
the first three syllables of the Christian name 
of the three daughters of King Edward, that 
is, the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud. 
The name of Louvima was invented by the 
three Princesses in question for the purpose, 
and it is needless to say that little Miss 
Knollys ts a great favorite of theirs, as well 
as of her godmother, Queen Alexandra. 


Much speculation prevails as to the choice 
which King Edward will make for the office 
of Lord High Steward, the official who will 
have supreme control under the King of the 
entire arrangements of the coronation. The 
Lord High Steward is the first great officer 
of the crown, and ranks even above the Lord 
High Chancellor. Originally the office was 
hereditary. But when its last hereditary 
holder, Simon de Montfort, was attainted asa 
traitor the office was abolished as a perman- 
ent one, and only revived on the coronation 
of a sovereign, and on the trial of a peer by 
the House of Lords. It is the Lord High 
Chancellor who becomes ex-officio Lord High 


tribunal when the House of Lords sits in trial 


when the late Earl of Cardigan was tried, 
about forty-five years ago, by his péers for 
fighting a duel with Captain Tucket of his 
regiment, who afterwards lived and died in 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

But it is the sovereign who invariably ap- 
points a Lord High Steward to act as such 
at his or her coronation, the Duke of Ham- 
ton, father of the late Duke, a magnificent 
peer, married to a royal Princess of the 
reigning house of Baden, having acted as 
Lord High Steward at the coronation of 
Queen Victoria. 

It is regarded as probable that either the 
Duke of Devonshire or the Duke of Argyl 
will figure as Lord High Steward at King 
Edward's coronation next year, and in that 
event either the one Duke or the other will 
have entire charge and control of all the ar-
